“Intoxicate” is the literal Greek 
for “bow and arrow.” The Latin 
word for the poison in which ar- 
rows were dipped witm “toxicum.” 
Today the English “intoxicate” 
means “to put poison into some- 
one in the form of liquor. The au- 
thor makes the comment that it 
is a statement open to argument. 
“Lunatic” comes from “luna,” 
moon. The old belief was that a lu- 
natic was a moon-struck person. 
“O. K.” says Mrs. Ernst, has been 
in use since 1790. It may have been 
adopted from the Choctaw Indian 
word “okeh” which meant “It is 
so and in no other way.” 

Pop-eye may be right, after all as 
“vegetable” comes from the Latin 
“vegere,” to be healthy. 

You have probably heard how the 
sandwich got its name. The Ear] of 
Sandwich spent a day and a night 
at a gambling table without tak- 
ing time off for meals.

479, a decrease of 16,965, indicating 
that fewer people are receiving more 
money from their unemployment 
insurance under the new benefit 
structure adopted in January of this 
year by the state legislature. 

Indicative of increased employ- 
ment in California during Septem- 
ber as compared to August, 1939, 
was the fact that 76,884 fewer 
checks were distributed to claim- 
ants and the total benefits dis 
bursed dropped from $3,272,410.70 to 
$2,495,781.42, a decrease of $776,- 
629.28 in September over August. 

Claimants residing in the Pla- 
cerville area received 363 checks in 
September, 1939, against 481 in the 
previous month, a decrease of 114. 
Money distributed in this area last 
month amounted to $4,409.45, com- 
pared to 5,596.67 in August, a de- 
crease Of $1,187.22.
